On no one point U the average 
farmer BO incredulous as regarding the value 
of straw to feed, and on many farms tho 
wasteful practice still exists of turning all 
the straw into the uianuro heap. If properly 
mado and reasonably 
wcU cared for, & 


large portion of the Etraw, especially of the 
oat crop, should bo used as cattle food. 
Early out straw is worth for feed two thirdd 
as much aa hay, and is three times as valua- 
ble in feeding cattle cs in tho manure heap. 
Pea hay and beau straw, especially if in the 
latter the pods aro attached, are of still 
greater value. 
The best heat producing 


foods are wheat, corn, oats, hay, and bran ; 
oat straw will developa as largo a percentage- 
of beat as oil cako ; bean H'.ravr even more ; 
and, in this respect, 100 parts of oat straw 
flro equal to SO parts of buy. 


Straw is deficient in flesh-form ing mate- 


rial, requiring 100 ports oal straw to equal 
1C parts good hay in this particular; yet, 
fed irlth cotton seed or linseed cake, It sup- 
plies what they lack in heat-giving nnd 
respiratory elements. Tho narrow margins 
of profit in cattle-feeding iu this Eection of 
the country demand the closest economies 
in thfl food supply and tbe most thorough 
investigations and experiments with an ar- 
ticlo of so little present market value, aud 
one of such abundance with most farmers 
as oatslraw.—[American (Juilivalor.
